Dear  Alumni  and  Friendsy 

I  am  extremely  honored  that  the  faculty  of  the  School  of  Law  and  the  Dean  Search  Committee  recommended 
that  I  become  the  permanent  dean  of  our  law  school.  I  am  equally  honored  that  President  Anthony  Caprio,  on 
May  4,  1998,  officially  announced  my  appointment  to  the  College  community.  I  am  excited  about  the  challenges 
and  opportunities  ahead. 


My  Decision  to  Apply 

I  originally  took  the  interim  dean  position  for  one  year  on  August  1, 1996,  and  agreed  to  a  second  year  shortly  there- 
after, both  times  at  the  request  of  the  law  faculty.  Prior  to  and  during  the  search  process  a  number  of  people  asked  why 
I  didn't  apply  for  the  permanent  position.  I  felt  it  was  extremely  important  to  see  if  we  could  find  an  external  candidate 
who  offered  all  the  qualities  we  wanted  and  needed.  Having  an  internal  candidate  when  an  external  search  is  underway 
creates  an  extremely  awkward  situation.  It  can  cause  a  loss  of  focus,  unneces- 
sary disagreements  about  candidates,  and  a  reluctance  of  individuals  outside 
the  law  school  to  apply  feeling  that  the  internal  candidate  has  the  "inside  track." 

When  the  faculty  did  not  agree  on  any  of  the  external  candidates,  we  faced 
a  dilemma.  We  could  continue  the  external  search;  we  could  suspend  it  for  a 
period  of  time  and  resume  later  with  someone  continuing  as  an  interim  dean; 
or  we  could  open  up  the  search  to  internal  candidates.  The  faculty  chose  the 
latter,  and  shortly  thereafter  several  people  asked  me  to  submit  my  applica- 
tion. By  this  time,  my  decision  to  apply  was  an  easy  one.  During  my  year  and 
three  quarters  as  interim  dean  I  had  learned  a  lot  more  than  I  ever  could  have 
imagined  about  our  law  school,  our  College,  community  attitudes,  and  my

own  personal  convictions.  I  also  felt  that  our  law  school  was  best  served  by 
having  a  permanent  dean  who  could  begin  initiatives  immediately  and  guide 
our  law  school  in  the  years  ahead.  Most  of  all,  I  determined  that,  as  Interim 
Dean,  I  had  unknowingly  been  apprenticing  for  the  position  and  conse- 
quendy  had  learned  a  great  deal  about  what  needed  to  be  done.  I  decided  I 
liked  the  job  and  that  I  could  do  it  well. 

I  care  greatly  about  this  institution.  It  took  a  risk  on  me  at  age  27  when  I 
was  a  neophyte  law  librarian.  It  also  took  risks  by  granting  me  tenure,  by 
admitting  me  to  this  law  school,  and  by  asking  me  to  be  Interim  Dean.  I  am  a 
graduate  of  Western  New  England  College  School  of  Law,  as  is  my  wife.  It  pro- 
vided us  both  first  rate  legal  educations.  I  have  tremendous  pride  in  our  law 
school.  I  owe  it  a  lot;  it  has  been  my  employer  for  almost  half  my  life.  It  has  my 
institutional  loyalty  and  my  strong  commitment  to  our  ongoing  successes.  I 
have  told  our  faculty  and  administrators  that  as  dean  I  want  to  be  a  motivator, 
a  leader,  a  facilitator,  a  cheerleader,  an  ambassador,  and  an  advocate  for  our  law  school  and  everyone  associated  with  it. 

Oup  Strengths 

We  have  many  strengths  upon  which  we  can  and  will  continue  to  build.  Without  question,  we  are  blessed  with  extraor- 
dinarily gifted  teachers.  Our  dedicated  faculty  are  available  to  our  students  regularly.  I  talk  frequently  with  our  students 
—  in  the  lounges,  the  halls,  at  social  events,  and  in  my  office  —  asking  if  what  we  told  them  when  we  recruited  them 
has  proven  true.  They  are  imiform  in  their  praise  of  our  faculty.  The  many  alumni  with  whom  I  speak  agree  whole- 
heartedly. The  quality  of  instruction  we  provide  is  pervasive,  and  it  is  superb.  Our  students  do  indeed  receive  value- 
added  education. 

Our  operational  infrastructure  is  also  first-rate.  Our  committees  work  hard,  our  promotion  and  tenure  policies  are 
well  established,  our  governance  procedures  serve  us  well,  and  our  mentoring  programs  for  new  teachers  are  sound. 
Our  Admissions,  Career  Services,  Alumni,  Student  Records,  and  dean's  offices  for  student  and  academic  matters  are 
outstanding.  Our  Law  Library  has  long  been  recognized  as  contributing  mightUy  to  our  quality  program. 

Our  5,600  alumni  are  truly  wonderful.  They  are  giving  of  their  time,  talent,  and  financial  resources  in  unprece- 
dented ways.  They  are  excelling  in  their  careers  and  demonstrating  over  and  over  again  that  the  legal  education  received 
at  our  law  school  prepares  them  well  for  their  professional  lives. 
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Challenges  and  Opportunities 

In  my  formal  presentation  to  the  faculty  and  Dean  Search  Committee  as  part  of  the  application  process,  I  said  we  had 
not  seized  some  key  opportunities  over  the  years,  but  that  we  can't  look  back,  nor  can  we  make  excuses.  We  must  be  in 
catch-up  mode,  and  I  challenged  us  all  to  work  harder,  do  more,  and  be  more  productive  than  ever.  I  said  we  are  going 
to  become  much  more  competitive  and  to  enhance  our  reputation  and  our  name  recognition.  The  following  are 
some  of  the  key  points  from  my  presentation.

ADMISSIONS 

The  most  critical  issue  facing  us  is 
admissions.  We  are  in  the  midst  of  a 
national  decline  in  applications  to  law 
schools.  There  is  no  single  solution, 
but  rather  it  requires  a  combination 
of  many  things.  No  change  will  occur 
overnight.  But  we  must  begin  to  take 
steps  immediately.  Our  goal  must  be 
to  return  to  a  full  time  equivalence  of 
650  students,  the  accepted  viable 
number  for  a  two-division  law 
school.  We  are  currently  at  least  100 
below  that  number.  We  must  do  so 
without  a  loss  of  quality  and  through 
a  variety  of  innovative  recruiting 
endeavors. 

CURRICULUM 

We  need  to  comprehensively  exam- 
ine our  curricular  offerings  to  assure 
that  our  students  have  the  content 
coverage  and  the  range  of  choices 
they  need.  Some  of  this  will 
undoubtedly  begin  in  our  Self-Study 
process,  but  that  won't  be  enough. 
We  must  be  willing  to  consider  inno- 
vation, in  areas  such  as  team  teach- 
ing, technological  instruction,  and 
academic  credits  from  one  unit  on 
up.  We  need  to  listen  to  one  another, 
to  be  open  minded,  to  be  imaginative 
and  creative,  and  when  warranted, 
make  logical,  not  piece-meal  changes. 

INSTITUTES  OF  EXCELLENCE 

I  want  to  establish  at  least  one,  and 
hopefully  two,  specialized  institutes 
over  the  next  year.  An  institute  on 
legislation,  on  elder  law,  or  on  crimi- 
nal law  seem  to  be  appropriate  for  us 
to  consider.  I  intend  to  establish  a 
faculty  task  force  to  bring  forth  ideas 
and  proposals. 


A  SPECIALIZED  CENTER 

I  want  to  establish  a  center  that  can 
be  used  to  give  us  a  special  identity. 
Personally,  I  prefer  the  Center  for 
Small  Firm  Practice,  where  we  can 
build  on  our  simulation  courses,  clin- 
ical programs,  and  other  practical 
skills  offerings  that  already  exist.  Since 
most  of  our  graduates  already  go  into 
small  firm  practice,  we  seem  ideally 
situated  to  provide  unique  training 
opportunities  for  those  about  to 
enter  the  marketplace.  Such  a  center 
can  also  be  used  to  train  those 
already  in  practice  and,  as  such,  can 
bring  in  additional  revenues  to  the 
law  school.  This  is  a  more  ambitious 
program  than  an  institute,  and  I 
believe  it  will  require  two  years  to 
fully  implement.  I  will  be  seeking  vol- 
unteers to  lead  this  effort. 

COMBINED  DEGREE  PROGRAMS 

I  want  to  establish  two  additional 
combined  degree  programs  and  an 
additional  3-1-3  Law  Program  over 
the  next  year.  I  am  already  working 
on  these.  When  these  additional  pro- 
grams and  the  institutes  are  estab- 
lished, I  want  to  group  and  market 
them  under  the  heading  of  our 
"Cooperative  Interdisciplinary  Stud- 
ies Program." 

SELF-STUDY  AND  ACCREDITATION 

We  must  continue  our  extensive  Self- 
Study  process  and  have  a  retreat  in 
November  to  finalize  our  work.  This 
will  require  a  thorough  evaluation  of 
our  clinics  and  completion  of  our 
faculty  handbook,  the  honor  code, 
and  our  sexual  harassment  policy. 
We  need  to  develop  an  adjunct  fac- 
ulty manual  and  make  sure  we  have 
a  process  in  place  to  orient  new 
adjuncts  into  the  teaching  arena.  We 
must  pay  close  attention  to  the  bar

exam  results  to  assure  that  our  grad- 
uates perform  as  we  hope. 

LAW  REVIEW 

We  need  to  challenge  the  best  and 
brightest  of  our  students,  those  on 
law  review,  to  publish  at  least  one 
additional  issue  annually.  We  need  to 
assist  them  by  expanding  the  size  of 
the  membership  and  giving  them 
more  control  over  selection  of  their 
leadership.  Perhaps  this  additional 
issue  can  be  devoted  to  a  topic  asso- 
ciated wdth  an  institute  or  our  center. 
I  will  ask  the  law  review  to  prepare  a 
proposal  for  the  faculty  to  consider. 

CELEBRATING  OUR  SUCCESSES 

Our  students,  faculty,  and  alumni 
have  many  successes  and  we  need  to 
do  much  more  to  celebrate  these 
achievements.  For  our  students,  I 
want  to  implement  a  "Dean's  List"  to 
recognize  those  students  who  are  in 
the  top  1 5  or  20  percent  of  their  class 
each  semester  and  to  have  this 
accomplishment  reflected  on  their 
transcripts.  We  need  to  publicly  rec- 
ognize achievements  at  the  time  of 
their  occurrence  rather  than  waiting 
until  the  end  of  the  year.  We  need  to 
better  display  our  awards  and  tro- 
phies to  help  foster  pride  in  our  suc- 
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cesses.  We  need  to  develop  a  better 
sense  of  history  about  our  school 
through  pictures  and  memorabilia  of 
prior  times.  And  I  want  to  put  into 
place  an  annual  program  that  will 
bring  our  alumni  judges  to  our 
school  to  conduct  actual  court  ses- 
sions. I  personiilly  will  take  the  lead  in 
these  various  efforts. 

SPEAKERS  AND  PROGRAMS 

We  need  to  have  more  outside 
speakers  and  educational  programs 
at  our  school.  While  our  Clason 
speaker  series  for  the  faculty  are 
especially  enriching,  we  need  to  bet- 
ter utilize  some  of  these  speakers  for 
the  benefit  our  students  as  well.  In 
addition,  and  perhaps  more  impor- 
tantly, we  need  to  bring  a  nationally- 
recognized  speaker  to  our  law  school 
annually.  This  can  be  done  in  con- 
nection with  an  institute  or  a  center, 
a  special  conference,  or  separately. 
There  is  nothing  better  for  name 
recognition  than  a  big  name  speaker. 
Once  that  person  is  identified,  I  will 
try  to  raise  the  fiinds  to  help  facilitate 
participation. 

FACULTY  PERSONNEL  AND 
OTHER  STAFFING  NEEDS 

We  have  had  a  number  of  departures 
fi^om  the  faculty  recently.  We  need  to 
add  tenure  track  faculty  members 
next  year.  We  need  to  carefully  evalu- 
ate our  curricular  gaps,  and  then  hire 
where  our  needs  are  most  critical.  I 
personally  believe  we  should  hire 
women  and  people  of  color.  We  also 
have  areas  of  critical  need.  With  my 
departure  from  the  library,  we  need 
another  librarian,  someone  with  spe- 
cial expertise  in  technology.  We  need, 
for  want  of  a  better  title,  an  Assistant 
Dean  for  Law  School  Administration 
—  someone  who  can  take  great  ideas 


and  put  them  into  effect  and  facilitate 
program  implementation.  We  also 
need  someone  full-time  devoted 
exclusively  to  our  technological  needs. 
These  are  long  term  goals  which  I 
intend  to  pursue  as  resources  permit. 

FUND  RAISING 

Already  annual  giving  has  increased 
significantly  since  I  became  interim 
dean,  and  this  year  it  exceeded 
$80,000  and  has  reached  1,000 
donors.  But  everyone  needs  to  be 
imaginative  and  suggest  ways  that  we 
might  bring  in  additional  revenue, 
and  then  help  do  it.  Our  newly-revi- 
talized Law  Alumni  Association  is 
already  considering  various  ways  to 
assist  with  fimd  raising. 

THE  COMMUNITY 

We  need  to  greatly  expand  our  visi- 
bility at  the  local,  state,  and  national 
levels.  The  local  bars,  those  in  the 
greater  Springfield  and  Hartford 
areas,  which  include  more  than  2,300 
of  our  graduates,  want  and  need  to 
see  more  of  us.  I  plan  to  encourage 
faculty  members  to  participate  in 
local,  state,  and  national  activities, 
such  as  conferences,  panels,  semi- 
nars, and  committee  work.  I  intend 
to  encourage  scholarship  of  various 
types,  which  wUl  improve  our  name 
recognition  and  reputation  in  the 
legal  academy.  Likewise,  we  need  to 
commit  ourselves  to  be  better  law 
school  and  College  citizens.  While 
there  are  times  when  it  is  entirely 


appropriate  to  remain  separate  for 
purposes  of  accreditation,  there  are 
also  times  when  we  can  work  with 
the  other  disciplines  of  the  College 
for  the  overall  betterment  of  the 
institution.  Likewise,  there  must  be 
an  understanding  among  ourselves 
that  we  are  important  to  one  another 
at  the  law  school  and  that  wide- 
spread participation  in  our  own 
internal  activities,  such  as  forums, 
socials,  conferences,  alumni  events, 
and  meetings,  are  part  of  our 
responsibilities  as  professionals. 

Concluding  Observations 

I  end  as  I  began  by  saying  how  hon- 
ored I  am  to  have  been  selected  as 
Dean  of  Western  New  England  Col- 
lege School  of  Law.  Since  the  formal 
announcement,  I  have  received 
many,  many  notes  and  calls  from 
alums,  colleagues,  and  other  friends 
across  the  country.  Each  communi- 
cation inspires  me  to  do  more,  do  it 
better,  and  do  it  faster.  Not  only  do  I 
look  forward  to  the  challenges  and 
opportunities,  I  also  look  forward  to 
the  rewards  that  new  ideas  and  ini- 
tiatives vsoll  bring  to  us  all.

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A  Veteran  Member  of  the  Law  School 
Community  Takes  on  a  New  Role 


THE  NEW  DEAN  of  the 
Western  New  England 
College  School  of  Law 
doesn't  need  much  of 
an  orientation  period. 
That's  because  Donald  J.  Dunn  has 
been  the  interim  dean  for  almost  two 
years  in  addition  to  being  with  the 
School  of  Law  for  the  past  quarter 
century  in  the  role  of  librarian  and 
professor  of  law. 

Twenty  five  years  ago,  as  Don 
went  about  the  task  of  developing  a 
law  library  in  the  temporary  quarters 
of  the  law  school  rented  from  Our 
Lady  of  Lourdes  School,  littie  did  he 
dream  that  one  day  he  would  be 
dean  of  this  nationally  recognized 
School  of  Law. 

Anthony  S.  Caprio,  president  of 
Western  New  England  College, 
announced  in  May  that  Don  Dunn 
had  been  selected  as  the  new  dean  of 
the  School  of  Law. 

"Dean  Dunn  has  served  the 
School  of  Law  very  well  as  interim 
dean  since  August  1996.  We  are  for- 
tunate that  he  will  bring  his  adminis- 
trative expertise,  his  personal 
integrity,  and  his  energy  to  the 
School  of  Law  and  to  the  College  in 
his  new  role  as  dean,"  remarked  Dr. 
Caprio.  "The  Search  Committee  rec- 
ommended unanimously  and  enthu- 


siastically that  Interim  Dean  Donald 
Dunn  be  appointed  Dean  of  the 
School  of  Law.  Professor  Dunn 
assumed  the  deanship  on  July  1, 
1998,  for,  at  his  request  and  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  Law  faculty,  a 
period  of  three  years,"  he  added. 

For  Don,  the  appointment  to 
dean  is  a  great  opportunity  to 
advance  the  institution  he  cares 
about  so  much. 

Don's  promotion  is  significant  in 
several  regards.  He  is  believed  to  be 
only  the  second  law  school  librarian 
in  the  country  to  have  been  pro- 
moted to  the  position  of  dean,  and 
he  is  the  first  graduate  of  the  Western 
New  England  College  School  of  Law 
to  serve  in  this  position.  A  native  of 
Texas,  he  received  his  M.L.S.  and  his 
B.A.  from  the  University  of  Texas  at

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Austin,  and  joined  the  faculty  of  the 
School  of  Law  in  1973.  In  1979,  he 
decided  to  enroll  in  the  School  of 
Law's  part-time  program  receiving 
his  J.D.  in  1983.  All  the  while  he 
maintained  his  position  of  director 
of  the  Law  Library. 

To  say  that  Don  has  seen  many 
changes  at  the  School  of  Law  is  an 
understatement.  To  say  that  he 
played  a  key  role  in  making  those 
changes  is  a  fact. 

The  Road  to  Leadership 

When  Don  joined  the  School  of  Law, 
the  program  was  undergoing  a  major 
revision.  The  study  of  law  had  been 
an  integral  part  of  the  College's  past. 
The  College's  predecessor,  Northeast- 
ern-Springfield, had  offered  a  bache- 
lor degree  in  law  from  1919  to  1942. 
When  the  College  was  incorporated 
as  a  separate  institution  in  1951,  the 
law  program  was  reinstated.  In  the 
early  seventies,  though,  the  College's 
administration  made  several  deci- 
sions. The  first  was  to  offer  a  juris 
doctor  degree;  the  next  was  to  start  a 
full-time  program  and  establish  a  law 
school  that  would  meet  the  Ameri- 
can Bar  Association  requirements  for 
accreditation;  and  the  last  was  to 
build  a  facility  designed  for  the  study 
of  law. 
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Don  Dunn  was  hired  to  develop 
the  library  collection  and  its  services 
in  the  temporary  law  school  location 
several  miles  away  from  the  main 
campus.  Even  though  Don  was  only 
27  at  the  time  of  his  appointment 
and  the  youngest  director  of  an  aca- 
demic law  library  in  the  nation,  he 
was  already  an  experienced  law 
hbrarian  having  served  as  the  Super- 
vising Librarian  of  the  Criminal  Jus- 
tice Reference  Library  within  the 
Tarlton  Law  Library  at  the  University 
of  Texas  at  Austin. 

The  School  of  Law  campus  was 
on  Tinkham  Road  near  the  border  of 
Springfield  and  Wilbraham,  MA,  in 
buildings  leased  from  the  Roman 
Catholic  Diocese  of  Springfield.  The 
stay  on  Tinkham  Road  was  relatively 
short  as  in  1978  the  S.  Prestley  Blake 
Law  Center  was  completed.  Under 
Don's  supervision  the  library  has 
grown  to  exceed  the  ABA  accredita- 
tion standards  with  over  340,000  vol- 
umes and  a  wide  assortment  of 
technological  enhancements.  It  is  not 
only  an  essential  resource  for  stu- 
dents, but  also  for  the  legal  commu- 
nity of  western  Massachusetts. 


In  his  service  as  interim  dean, 
Don  has  made  many  adjustments  to 
his  personal  and  professional  life.  "A 
library  director  works  late  at  his  or 
her  own  choosing,  but  a  dean  works 
late  because  he  has  no  choice,"  says 
Don  with  a  laugh.

The  demands  on  his  time  as  dean 
are  great.  As  Don  ticks  off  a  list  of 
events  either  in  which  he  must  par- 
ticipate or  at  least  attend,  it's  easy  to 
see  that  his  assertion  there  is  some- 
thing for  him  to  do  almost  every 
night  is  no  exaggeration.  There  are 
no  complaints,  though,  as  Don  obvi- 
ously relishes  these  opportunities  to 
represent  the  School. 


Don  views  the  role  of  dean  as  not 
just  that  of  an  administrator,  but  as  a 
instructor,  colleague,  and  resource  to 
students.  He  is  also  an  all-purpose 
ambassador  to  the  legal  community, 
the  alumni,  and  others  . 

"We  don't  have  the  luxury  of 
'inside'  and  'outside'  deans  as  some 
law  schools  have,"  explains  Don. 
"The  dean  here  has  to  perform  both 
roles  and  sometimes  has  to  be  at  two 
places  at  once." 

The  work  does  not  deter  Don, 
though.  "I  love  working  with 
the  alums.  I  love  working  with 
the  students,"  he  says  with  great 
enthusiasm. 

Challenges  Ahead 

After  almost  two  years  as  interim 
dean,  Don  has  definitively  identified 
the  challenges  facing  the  School  of 
Law  and  the  legal  profession,  and 
now  as  the  school's  permanent  dean, 
he  is  working  to  put  measures  in 
place  to  meet  those  challenges. 

Uppermost  in  his  mind  is  the 
nation-wide  decline  in  the  applicant 
pool  for  law  schools.  Don  wants 
to  boost  enrollment  but  not  at  the 
cost  of  diminishing  the  caliber  of 
student. 

"We  need  to  make  our  curricu- 
lum responsive  to  the  needs  of  the 
students,"  Don  says,  who  believes 
that  establishing  centers  and  insti- 
tutes is  part  of  the  answer. 

One  center  Don  is  considering  is 
the  Center  for  Small  Firm  Practice. 
"We  can  build  on  our  curriculum  we 
already  have  in  place.  We  need 
to  teach  our  students  how  to  estab- 
lish a  practice.  They  need  to  know 
how  to  run  a  law  office  and  how 
billing  works,  among  other  things." 

Elder  law,  estate  planning,  and 
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legislation  are  topics  Don  wants 
institutes  to  cover. 

Collaborative  programs  are  also  a 
high  priority.  Under  Don's  tenure  as 
interim  dean,  two  important  educa- 
tional collaborations  have  begun. 
The  first  has  been  with  the  Univer- 
sity of  Massachusetts  which  allows 
students  to  study  for  both  a  master's 
degree  in  regional  planning  and  a 
juris  doctor  degree  concurrently,  and 
therefore  earn  both  degrees  in  four 
years  instead  of  the  usual  five. 

"When  there  is  a  blending  of  cur- 
ricular  offerings  from  two  strong 
academic  programs  such  as  these, 
there  can  only  be  positive  results  for 
both  institutions,"  said  Don  at  the 
time  of  the  announcement. 

The  second  is  with  the  under- 
graduate program  of  Western  New 
England  College  itself.  The  3-1-3  Law 
Program  was  announced  earlier  this 
year  and  allows  accepted  students  to 
earn  their  bachelor  and  Juris  Doctor 
degrees  in  six  years  instead  of  seven. 
"This  arrangement  demonstrates  the 
College's  commitment  to  recogniz- 
ing and  rewarding  outstanding  acad- 
emic performance  and  to  lowering 
the  costs  associated  with  undergrad- 
uate and  graduate  education," 
explains  Don. 

Don  wants  to  develop  more  col- 
laborations with  both  the  College 
itself  and  other  institutions  which 
will  not  only  create  innovative  edu- 
cational opportunities  but  also  fur- 
ther enhance  the  reputation  of  the 
School  of  Law  and  achieve  greater 
name  recognition  for  it. 

One  image-builder  Don  believes 
to  be  effective  is  programs  for  the 
general  public.  The  recent  Law  Con- 
ference for  Women,  which  featured 
keynote  speaker  Shannon  Faulkner, 
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offerings  from  two 
strong  academic 

programs  such  as 
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is  an  example  of  the  kind  of  pro- 
grams which  can  introduce  the  pub- 
lic to  the  School  of  Law. 

The  undeniable  strength  of  the 
School  of  Law  is  its  talented  and 
diverse  faculty,  something  Don 
knows  first  hand  since  he  had  many 
of  them  as  professors  while  he  was  in 
law  school.  He  believes  more  people 
need  to  know  about  the  high  quality 
of  legal  instruction  at  the  School.  He 
is  providing  support  for  faculty 
members  to  increase  their  writing  for 
journals  and  national  conferences 
and  to  participate  in  area  bar  associa- 
tion meetings  and  functions. 


Scholarship  is  certainly  part  of 
Don's  legal  career.  He  has  authored 
numerous  articles,  and  if  he  isn't  busy 
enough  with  his  duties  as  dean,  Don 
is  coauthor  of  the  book  that  is  con- 
sidered to  be  the  premiere  reference 
book  on  legal  research,  Fundamentals 
of  Legal  Research.  He  is  currently  fin- 
ishing work  on  the  book's  800  page 
seventh  edition,  due  for  publication 
this  August.  Don  also  published  a 
semi-annual  supplement  to  the  book, 
contributes  a  column  three  times  a 
year  to  a  legal  research  magazine,  and 
co-edits  the  quarterly  Index  to  Period- 
ical Articles  Related  to  Law. 

The  law  is  more  than  a  profession 
to  Don,  it's  a  way  of  life  for  his  fam- 
ily. His  wife,  Cheryl  J.  Dunn,  is  a 
1995  alumna  of  the  School  of  Law, 
and  their  son,  D.  Kevin  Dunn  is  a 
1997  University  of  Oregon  School  of 
Law  graduate. 

Don  is  upbeat  as  he  plans  to  meet 
changes  facing  the  legal  profession. 
"The  demographics  are  shifting,"  he 
explains.  "Many  older  law^yers  are 
retiring,  and  hiring  is  really  picking 
up.  The  profession  is  experiencing  a 
resurgence.  The  horizon  looks  good." 


One  of  Don  Dunn's  first  official  actions  as 
dean  was  to  announce  his  appointment  of 
Bonnie  L.  Koneski- White  as  director  of  the 
law  library.  Bonnie  joined  the  Law  Library  as  reference 
librarian  in  1982,  became  head  of  reader  services 
shortly  thereafter,  became  associate  law  librarian  in 
1984,  and  was  named  acting  law  librarian  in  1996.  She 
earned  her  M.L.S.  from  Southern  Connecticut  State 
University  and  her  J.D.  fi-om  Western  New  England  College  in  1986.  "Bon- 
nie brings  to  the  position  of  law  librarian  a  wealth  of  experience  at  our  law 
school.  She  has  already  established  a  fine  regional  and  national  reputation 
through  her  various  professional  activities.  The  law  library  will  be  in  good 
hands  under  Bonnie's  leadership,"  remarked  Don  in  his  announcement 
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WITH  A  BANG 
of  the  gavel, 
President  Nanq^ 
Sykes  began  the 
Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Western  New  England  College 
School  of  Law  Alumni  Association 
on  April  18, 1998.  This  meeting  sym- 
bolized the  rebirth  of  the  Association 
which  had  been  dormant  for  at  least 
the  last  ten  years. 

"As  an  alumna,  I  think  the 
strength  of  this  institution  is  its  fac- 
ulty— the  relationships  students  are 
allowed  to  have  with  faculty.  There  is 
a  mutual  relationship  that  I  really  felt 
when  I  was  here  and  others  did  too. 
It's  natural  for  me  to  carry  that  on," 
explained  Sykes.  Several  important 
decisions  were  made  during  the 
meeting  including  the  naming  of  the 
standing  committees  and  the 
appointment  of  a  special  committee 
to  plan  a  celebration  of  the  School's 
25th  anniversary  of  its  accreditation 
(see  page  14). 

Nancy  asked  Susan  Fentin  '96, 
Sam  Friedlander  '88,  and  Curt 
Hamakawa  '84  to  serve  on  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  along  with  the  other 
officers,  Vice  President  Rich  Trenk  '82, 
Clerk  Daphne  Moore  '96,  and  Trea- 
surer Melissa  Dane  '82.  The  seven 
member  Executive  Committee  is 
empowered  to  manage  the  affairs  of 
the  Law  Alumni  Association  between 
the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors. Executive  Committee  actions  are 


subject  to  Board  review.  The  director 
of  law  alumni  relations  sits  ex  officio. 

In  a  planning  session  prior  to  the 
actual  meeting,  committees  met, 
most  selected  a  chair,  determined  the 
frequency  and  method  of  their  meet- 
ings, and  began  to  discuss  the  three 
goals  that  Nancy  had  given  them. 
In  all  their  activities,  they  are  to  con- 
sider 1)  raising  the  visibility  of  the 
School,  2)  increasing  the  financial 
support  from  alumni,  and  3)  increas- 
ing the  law  school's  presence  on  the 
local  level.

"My  philosophy  is  to  consider 
each  criminal  case  individually,"  she 
says.  "I  feel  that  if  a  defendant  can  be 
helped  or  saved,  the  criminal  justice 
system  should  try.  For  example,  if  I 
have  a  defendant  on  a  non-violent 
charge  who  has  a  minimal  record, 
and  a  pre-trial  disposition  that  is  rea- 
sonable, then  I'll  possibly  consider  a 
probationary  sentence  that  includes 
counseling  and  other  conditions 
meant  to  help  the  defendant.  How- 
ever, a  defendant  charged  and  con- 
victed of  a  violent  crime  who  also 
has  a  long  criminal  history  must  be 
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incarcerated  to  separate  a  dangerous 
person  from  society.  I  feel  my  educa- 
tional experience  at  Western  New 
England  College  School  of  Law  pre- 
pared me  in  every  way  for  this  excit- 
ing, important,  and  challenging  job." 

Robert  L.  Steinberg 

The  Honorable  Robert 
L.  Steinberg  is  a  judge 
of  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  in  Allen- 
town,  Pennsylvania.  He  was  elected  to 
the  judgeship  in  November  1997.  He 
received  his  J.D.  from  Western  New 
England  College  School  of  Law  in 
1976.

In  a  modern 
society,  judges  have  to  be  more  acces- 


sible to  the  public  they're  dealing 
with.  I  think  the  public  demands 
that.  Letting  people  know  what  a 
judge  does  and  opening  up  the 
process  is  helpful.  When  judges  live 
in  ivory  towers,  that  creates  more 
mistrust  than  it  creates  trust." 

M.  Kathleen  Manley 

The  Honorable  M.  Kathleen  Manley 
is  a  Vermont  Superior  Court  judge  in 
White  River  Junction.  She  was 
appointed  to  that  office  by  Governor 
Howard  Dean  in  1998.  She  is  a  grad- 
uate of  New  England  College  and 
received  her  J.D.  from  Western 
New  England  College  School  of  Law 
in  1980. 

She  has  served  as  Family  Court 
Magistrate  in  Montpelier  and  been 
in  private  practice  in  St.  Johnsbury, 
VT  and  Ilion,  NY.  She  has  also  been 
the  Village  Attorney  for  Ilion.  She 
served  as  the  Chief  Assistant  District 
Attorney  in  Herkimer  County,  NY,  as 
well  as  an  adjunct  professor  at 
Herkimer  County  Community  Col- 
lege; Law  Guardian  for  the  New  York 
State  Office  of  Court  Administration;

Family,  or 
a  multijurisdictional  court,"  she 


explains.  "In  a  world  of  increasing 
specialty,  Vermont  views  its  judges  as 
generalists.  Assignments  are  rotated 
on  a  yearly  basis.  As  of  this  writing,  I 
am  assigned  to  Family  Court  in 
White  River  Junction  about  70  miles 
from  my  home.  Given  the  low  popu- 
lation and  rural  nature  of  much  of 
the  state,  travel  is  a  part  of  the  job.  In 
the  friture,  I  will  spend  a  good  part  of 
my  time  in  rural,  multijurisdictional 
courts  where  one  judge  handles  all 
three  dockets.  What  I  find  most 
enjoyable  is  that  due  to  the  rotations 
and  the  way  assignments  are  made, 
there  is  always  tremendous  variety 
available  and  it  is  always  a  challenge  to 
keep  up  with  the  attorneys." 

Cynthia  K.  Swienton 

The  Honorable  Cynthia  K.  Swienton 
is  a  Connecticut  Superior  Court  judge 
currently  assigned  to  Torrington,  CT, 
Juvenile  Court.  She  was  appointed  to 
her  office  by  Governor  John  Rowland 
in  March  1997.  She  is  a  graduate  of 
Western  New  England  College,  receiv- 
ing her  B.A.  degree  magna  cum  laude 
in  Government  in  1978  and  her  J.D.

SOMETIMES,  FOR  JOHN 
Mayotte  '76  working 
late  means  staying 
up  to  watch  late 
night  TV.  In  fact,  it 
sometimes  means  specifically 
watching  Late  Night  with 
David  Letterman.  That  was  the 
case  for  John  as  he  watched 
David  Letterman  interview 
Patrick  Rafter  last  summer. 
The  previous  day,  Patrick  had 
just  won  the  U.S.  Tennis  Open 
Championship  and  John's 
company,  ProServ  is  Rafter's 
agent. 

"  That  is  sports  marketing," 
John  emphasized  as  a  video  of 
the  interview  was  played  for  an 
enraptured  group  of  sport 
management  and  law  students 
at  the  Second  Annual  Sport 
Business  Summit  cosponsored  by  the 
Sport  Management  Club  and  the 
School  of  Law  of  Western  New  Eng- 
land College  on  April  17. 

John's  point  with  the  video  was  to 
show  the  students  that  being  an  ath- 
lete's agent  has  gone  far  beyond 
merely  representing  athletes  during 
contract  negotiations.  It  now  encom- 
passes marketing  the  athlete  as  well, 
taking  advantage  of  the  opportuni- 
ties that  suddenly  arise.  "Patrick 
Rafter  is  charming,  good-looking, 
and  charismatic,"  John  explained. 
"He  is  a  natural  for  TV.  As  a  result  of 
his  success  on  the  court,  ProServ  was

able  to  negotiate  contracts  with  a 
number  of  new  companies  for  him." 

Having  a  client  who  is  "a  natural 
for  TV"  makes  John's  job  somewhat 
easier.  He  went  on  to  say  that  the  sin- 
gle most  influential  aspect  of  sports  is 
not  agencies,  sponsors,  or  even  the 
major  leagues.  "It  is  the  media  and  in 
particular,  television.  If  you  want  to 
get  into  sports  marketing,  know  TV," 
he  advised  the  students. 

John  is  intimately  familiar  with  the 
process  since  he  specializes  in  tennis 
for  his  employer,  ProServ,  of  Washing- 
ton, D.C. ,  a  division  of  the  Marquee 
Group.  ProServ  handles  such  clients  as 


basketball  players  Shawn  Kemp 
and  Marcus  Camby;  NFL  stars 
Ben  Coates,  Irving  Fryar,  and 
Tiki  Barber,  among  others;  and 
even  sports  broadcasters  like  Al 
Michaels,  Dan  Dierdorf,  and 
Chris  Berman.  They  also 
arrange  stadium  naming  rights; 
negotiate  rights  for  high  profile 
events  like  the  NCAA  Men's 
Basketball  Championships,  the 
U.S.  Tennis  Open,  and  the 
Boston  Marathon;  and  provide 
consulting  services  for  compa- 
nies who  feel  that  maybe  they're 
not  getting  as  much  as  they'd 
like  out  of  their  sponsorship  of 
athletics. 

John  described  the  process 
of  working  with  athletes  in 
simple  terms.  "You  create  a 
'relationship'  with  your  client 
and  nurture  it,  keeping  in 
mind  the  athlete's  personal,  profes- 
sional, and  financial  goals  which  may 
not  exactly  be  your  own  goals,"  he 
says.  "Sometimes,  you  have  to  baby- 
sit younger  athletes."  He  cited  the 
example  of  a  fifteen-year-old  tennis 
prospect  from  California.  "His  father 
told  me  that  he  lost  a  recent  match 
because  his  shoes  fell  apart.  He 
wanted  me  to  buy  his  son  a  new  pair 
of  shoes.  If  I  did  that,  his  son  would 
lose  his  college  eligibility.  His  family 
says  he  isn't  going  to  college,  but 
what  if  that  changes?  He's  risking  a 
fiill  college  scholarship  and  if  his  ten- 
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nis  career  doesn't  work  out,  he  won't 
be  able  to  get  the  scholarship  back. 
All  I  can  give  him  is  advice.  If  any- 
thing of  value  changes  hands — shoes, 
dinner,  tickets — he  loses  his  scholar- 
ship. Athletes  may  not  realize  that 
companies  recently  have  been  reduc- 
ing their  financial  commitments  to 
athletes  and  endorsements.  You 
sometimes  have  to  give  people  a  real- 
ity check." 

One  student  in  the  audience 
asked  where  the  line  was  drawn. 
"The  NCAA  and  the  law  draw  the 
lines  for  us,"  John  said.  "Ninety-nine 
per  cent  of  sports  agents  are  honest 
and  follow  NCAA  rules  and  the  law. 
You  only  hear  about  the  one  per  cent 
when  they  get  caught.  If  I  violate  the 
rules,  I  lose  my  credibility  as  an  agent 
and  possibly  my  career." 

In  the  recent  hit  film,  Jerry 
Maguire,  Tom  Cruise  plays  a  sports 
agent  who  strikes  out  on  his  own  in 
an  effort  to  humanize  his  business; 
the  human  side  of  the  business  was 
exactly  what  John  focused  on  in  his 
talk.  When  asked  how  accurate  the 
film  was  in  depicting  the  business  of 
being  a  sports  agent,  John  noted  that 
it  was  "quite  real,  actually,  in  the

sense  that  it  is  difficult  to  recruit,  it's 
a  very  competitive  lifestyle  requiring 
building  new,  but  good  relationships 
as  well  as  travel  and  there  is  a  lot  of 
competition  for  top  talent.  It  was 
presented  very  well,  I  thought."  John 
also  said  he  thought  the  fictional 
company  that  Tom  Cruise  worked 
for  in  the  beginning  of  the  film  was 
an  accurate  portrayal  of  such  com- 
panies. "I'm  sure  it  was  modeled  on 
ProServ  and  other  sports  manage- 
ment companies  like  IMG  and 
Advantage  International  where  there 
are  a  fair  number  of  people  working 
on  events,  marketing,  and  television 
production." 

John,  himself  once  a  tennis  pro- 
fessional, became  interested  in  sport 
marketing  because  of  the  people 
around  his  younger  brother,  former 
tennis  star  Tim  Mayotte,  who,  at  one 
point,  was  the  seventh  highest  rated 
player  in  the  world.  John  said  that 
individually,  "'love'  is  the  most 
important  criteria  in  the  industry. 
You've  got  to  really  care  about  the 
success  of  the  person  you're  dealing 


with.  You  must  build  a  relationship 
with  the  client." 

John  says  this  concept  of  "love" 
extends  to  a  broader  population  by 
encouraging  clients  to  give  back 
some  of  their  success  to  their  home 
communities.  John  said  that  as 
sports  agent,  "You  have  to  want  to 
give  back.  You  have  to  want  to  help 
your  clients  arrange  charity  events  in 
their  communities,  setting  up  corpo- 
rate tie-ins  and  so  forth." 

There  are  many  ways  this  pro- 
ceeds. For  instance,  in  individual 
sports  like  golf  and  tennis,  it  is  rare 
when  a  Tiger  Woods  comes  along 
who  finds  success  at  such  an  early 
point  in  an  athletic  career.  Most  of 
them  must  work  their  way  up  over 
time.  Also,  John  says,  even  with  ath- 
letes who  sign  multi-million  dollar 
deals  out  of  college,  such  as  basketball 
and  football  players,  "sometimes  it's 
not  until  they  mature  a  little  bit  and 
are  beginning  to  see  retirement  where 
they  begin  to  think  'Okay,  it's  time  to 
give  money  back  or  give  time  back.'  A 
lot  of  times,  though,  these  kids  do  a 
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lot  early  in  their  careers  through 
foundation  and  charitable  activities, 
but  they're  not  the  ones  who  get  the 
publicity.  It's  generally  the  kids  who 
make  a  lot  of  money  and  do  some- 
thing wrong  that  get  the  publicity.  All 
the  good  work  that  some  of  the  lower 
profile  athletes  do  gets  pushed  back  to 
the  fifth  page  of  the  paper. 

"We  recommend  that  the  athlete 
work  with  the  league  they're  in  or 
the  tour  they're  on.  They  have  insti- 
tutionalized charitable  activities 
nationally  and  regionally  and  they 
ask  that  their  athletes  participate 
because  the  athletes  should." 

Often  the  life  of  a  sports  agent  is  a 
lot  of  fun.  You  get  to  meet  and  work 
with  athletes  like  Patrick  Rafter  and 
Pete  Sampras.  You  deal  with  "David 
Letterman's  people"  or  "Jay  Leno's 
people."  You  get  to  attend  lots  of 
sporting  events  including  most  of 
the  major  ones  like  the  Super  Bowl. 
The  down  side,  John  says,  "is  when 
your  client  behaves  badly.  You  have 
to  have  a  passion,  a  love,  for  this 
business  because  you  also  have  the 
bad  side." 

When  the  "bad  side"  happens,  the 
role  of  the  agent  "is  to  legally  and 
ethically  defend  your  client,"  John 
says,  "and  to  make  sure  that  the  nec- 
essary financial  and  legal  resources  to 
handle  the  situation  are  arranged  if 
necessary."  There's  also  a  very  private 
role  that  the  agent  plays — that  of 
personal  advisor.  "Privately,  we 
instruct  them  that  they  can't  con- 
tinue to  have  negative  incidents 
occur,  that  they  should  appreciate 
what  they  have  and  focus  on  win- 
ning in  their  sport." 

He  also  went  on  to  say,  "Honesty 
and  integrity  are  important  because 


the  relationship  must  be  built  on  trust 
from  the  beginning,  followed  by  per- 
sistence to  land  contracts,  and  coop- 
eration because  you  have  to  deal  with 
a  number  of  people  from  professional 
colleagues  to  family  members." 

In  response  to  a  student's  ques- 
tion, John  concluded  by  noting  that 
women's  sports  are  becoming  an 
enormous  market.  "However,  it  is 
competing  for  market  share  with 
other  forms  of  entertainment  and 
it  is  a  market  that's  not  growing 
much,  so  something  has  to  give.  Can 
I  envision  a  day  when  women's  bas- 
ketball is  more  popular  than  men's 
basketball?  Sure.  It  happened  in 
women's  tennis." 

Although  John  never  practiced 
law,  his  degree  from  Western  New 
England  College  School  of  Law  has 
proven  invaluable  in  his  sport  mar- 
keting career  as  he  says  he  uses  his 


legal  knowledge  on  a  daily  basis.  He 
lives  in  Ellicott  City,  Maryland,  with 
his  wife,  Betsy,  and  their  three  chil- 
dren, Jennifer,  20,  Elizabeth,  17,  and 
John,  9.
